mining what in the Pentagon history wa 
public knowledge and what was not. 

After two weeks in Washington. She* 
han and Gold briefed top management :

Rosenthal outlined the plans to the pu: 
lisher and got from him the signal to g 
ahead with preparation of the papers. 1 
was agreed that extra hands were needc 
—how many, no one at that time coul 
tell. It was decided to move the projec 
to New York where the logistics of sac 
plying extra help would be simpler lha 
in Washington. # 

On Thursday. April 22, Sheehan an 
Gold moved into a three-room suite :

In the succeeding days and weeks 
/riters, editors and secretaries disap- 
•eared from their regular spots and 
Dined the staff-in-hiding at the Hilton, 
ledrick Smith, who was about to leave 
he Washington bureau for assignment 
o Moscow, put off his departure and 
umed up at the Hilton instead. So did 
4ed Kenworthy* the Washington bu- 
eau’s environmental expert. When their 
.olleagues In Washington wondered 
vhere Sheehan, Smith and Kenworthy 
lad gone. Bob Phelps, the bureau news 
iditor, said, “Don’t ask." 

The fourth writer assigned to the proj¬ 
ect was Fox Butterfield, a loca’* staff• re¬ 
porter who has reported from both North 
and South Vietnam. He vanished from 
Newark, his present beat, although at 
Dne point he had to leave the Hilton to 
appear before a Newark grand jury in¬ 
vestigating his mugging at a stormy 
school strike session last winter. Sam 
Abt left the rim of the foreign copy desk 
to join Gold and Siegal. Linda Amster, 
head of newsroom researchers, disap¬ 
peared as did three newsroom secretar¬ 
ies—Eileen Butler, Gail Fresco and Leslie 
Tonner—and Cathie Shea, secretary at 
[the U.N. bureau. 

To maintain secrecy, all were Instruct¬ 
ed not to show their faces on 43d 
Street Foreign Editor James L. Green¬ 
field, in direct charge of the project, 
shuttled between the Hilton and his 
Inewsroom desk. 

The walls of Suite 1107 at the Hilton 
began to bulge. Two adjoining rooms 
were engaged and even those could not 
accommodate all hands, all documents, 
all equipment. The copy editors—Gold, 
Siegal and Abt—took another three-room 
suite, 1310, two floors above. And dur¬ 
ing the final week of preparation, Dick 
McSorlcy of the make-up desk moved 
into another thirteenth floor room to 
start laying out the pages. 

The Hilton rooms—nine, all told— 
were in Jerry Gold’s name to preserve

breakfast for Mr. Gold. One 
when Jerry himself put in an order, he 
said. “This is the real Mr. Gold.” . 

"It’s an honor,*' Room Service replied. 
The team soon developed its own folk¬ 
lore: there were all the baths that Sam 
Abt look; there were the rubber ducks . 
his teammates bought him (the chamber¬ 
maids dusted them daily); there was the 
night Gail Fresco returned very late from 
an errand, sexy in a pants suit, and got 
slopped by a hotel detective who doubted 
her intentions. And there was Room 
Service which—the staff insist—never 
failed to deliver three forks for every 
four meals ordered. 

On the few occasions when the rooms 
were empty—an occasional break for a 
long dinner, an occasional meeting at 
Jim Greenfield’s apartment—security 
guards from 43d Street were dispatched 
to the Hilton to keep the watch. But 
the massive job of writing, editing, col¬ 
lating and typing kept the crew at it on 
an average of 12 to 15 hours a day. All 
hands agreed that the assignment was 
exhilarating—and exhausting. 

Gold got to his home on Long Island 
only five times during the ten weeks. 
Some of the neighbors asked Mrs. Gold if 
they were getting a divorce. “He's home 
so seldom,” they noted, “and every time 
he leaves he takes a suitcase." 

The most frustrated man on the project 
was Rcnato Perez, assistant picture editor. 
He spent weeks rummaging in the files 
of obscure photo agencies.for material 
to illustrate the early days of American 
involvement in Vietnam. He assembled 
a large collection of pictures—but they 
were all squeezed out when the Pentagon 
Papers overflowed their expected space. 

Rosenthal laid down specific guidelines 
for the project. “We ate not going to 
tell The New York Times story of the 
war.” he instructed the writers and edi¬ 
tors. "We arc going to tell the Pentagon 
story. That’s what we have that nobody 
else has." 

“It was an astonishing intellectual 
exercise," Rosenthal said later. “They 
had to pour an unlimited amount of in¬ 
formation into their brains, logically, co¬ 
herently and passionlessly. They had 
to be familiar with what had been writ¬ 
ten about Vietnam and compare the pub¬ 
lic record with the private. As a pro¬ 
fessional journalistic accomplishment 1’vc 
never seen anything like it.”

It was late in May when Vice Presi¬ 
dent Walter Mattson summoned Produc¬ 
tion Manager John Werner, his assistant 
Robert Kahlor, and George Lapolla, com¬ 
posing room general foreman, to a 
elosed-door meeting in his office.

They batted possibilities around. 

Karly in June. Mattson and Lapolla left' 
Mew York to attend a mechanical con¬ 
vention. Mattson told Rosenthal to con¬ 
tact Werner when he was ready. 

On Tuesday, June 8. Rosenthal asked 
Werner how much advance notice he 
needed to get sot up. Two days, Wer¬ 
ner told him. Rosenthal said he'd let 
him know when to start. 

Werner met with Kahlor rtnd three 
composing room foremen—Mike Raf- 
faeie, Nate Jackson and John Fomazrr. 
He told them the job would run to about 
42 pages, that the secrecy had to be ab 
solute. They agreed that space would 
have to be found off the composing room 
floor. 

Werner took the problem to Richard 
Rogers, manager of general service* 
Rogers conferred with John Schwarz, th: 
building’s space coordinator. What the;, 
had to find was space on a floor strom 
enough to sustain the weight of hea\~ 
composing room machinery- There wa 
an empty office on the ninth floor, 
floor built to hold 250 pounds to a squar- 
foot. The office bad belonged to Ailar 
Ullman, who retired last month as direc 
tor of the book and educational divisior 
Rogers showed the office to Wemer. 

“Hold it," Werner told him, "until vo 
hear from me.”

At 3 P.M. on Wednesday, June 9. Rc 
scnthal told Werner to prepare the roan 
Werner passed the word to Rogers. R-'<; 
ers summoned Dick Compton and £ 
McQuiilen of general services and i: 
formed them they had to do an erne 
gency renovating job in Ullman’s offic 
McQuiilen called up his flying squs 
of building cleaning servicemen. Tht 
stripped the handsome office of furr 
ture and drapes.

to be moved in. The office's soft rect 
sed lighting was inadequate.

Meanwhile, in the composing roo 
Frank Morris, head machinist, and 1 
assistant Joe Giacobbc, dismantled 
page proof press, a gray metal monst 
and moved it up to the ninth floor. Or 
the press was in place, carpenters thr 
up a masonite wall to seal off the ro 
irom the rest of the book and edu 
• tional dwlsion. ' 

Bv 11 P.M, the job was complete. N 
day the rest of the equipment—six 1 
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(Continued from Page 2) 
perforators, a galley proof press, the saw, 
a pope storage cabinet. make-up tables, 
a desk for proof readers, a paper shred¬ 
der to destroy extra proofs. At 5 P.M. 
a complete mini composing room was 
ready. Outside the locked door a plant 
patrolman stood watch with strict orders 
to admit only the people whose names 
appeared on a list prepared by the news 
and production departments. 

Werner and Kahlor went to the Hil¬ 
ton with Greenfield to be briefed on de¬ 
tails by Al Siegal. They relumed to the 
ninth floor with the first batch of copy 
at 6 P.M. Two ITS operators—Nelson 
Scalia and Robert Green—began to per¬ 
forate the first tapes. The tapes—but no 
copy—were carried down to a corner of 
the composing room to be run through 
Linotypes, and the type was carried 
back upstairs where proofs were pulled 
and pages made up. 

On Friday morning the publisher, who 
had been reading the prepared material 
during the week, gave the project his 
final O.K. 

The copy flow from the Hilton became 
a torrent. Teams of printers, 50 to 00 in 
all, moved in and out of the ninth floor 
room on a round-the-clock schedule. 
Each man had been told that this was 
an immensely secret project. If he agreed 


to work on it he must agree not to talk 
•about it. No one talked, though by this 
time almost everyone in the building 
sensed that something unusual was going 
on. The rumor mill began to grind. 

At 1:30 P.M. on Saturday. June 12. 
Associate News Editor Lawrence G. 
Hauck, in charge in the bullpen, laid out 
Page 1 of Sunday's paper. At the top of 
the page dummy, he scratched in a four- 
column space, five inches deep, and 
slugged it “Neil." Ordinarily, an unlimited 
number of Page 1 dummies are run off 
on the Xerox. But this day Hauck gave 
orders that only 10 copies be made— 
enough for the make-up editors and 
principal news desks. 

In mid-afternoon the six complete 
pages for Sunday's paper, that printers 
had made up on the ninth floor under 
McSorley's direction, were roiled to the 
composing room for final corrections. 
The Page 1 copy, to fill the space 
slugged “Neil,” was made up in a galley 
on the ninth floor and, just be;ore clos¬ 
ing, dropped into the page as a complete 
unit. The page was locked up and on its 
way to the presses. 

The story was in—the secret was out. 

“The one aspect of it 1 can’t believe,” 
Rosenthal said, “is that newspapermen 
actually kept their mouths shut tor almost 
three months."
